Seheele said in the report 
Seheele said the vaccine recheck 
is designed to iron out bugs in the 
production line and to provide “ ad­ 
ditional factors of safety in the 
distributed prodtn t ” 
Although Seheele said the vac­ 
cine review should delay the vac­ 
cination program only slightly, oth­ 
er expert*; think the timetable is 
going to be thrown considerably 
out of kilter 
On April 22, the government fig­ 
ured there would be enough vac­ 
cine by June I to give two-shot 
protection to 16 million children 
On Friday. Seheele scaled the es­ 
timate back to about 12 million 
children 
And the new delay is ex­ 
pected to reduce the total even 
further.

NEW YORK—(IP— The 25 bomb- 
scarred 
Hiroshima 
maidens 
a r­ 
rived here today to begin a year 
of plastic .surgery operations after 
a four-day flight from Japan. 
The 
girls, 
who 
range 
in 
age 
from 
17 
to 31, stepped 
wearily 
from an Air Force (54 at Mitchell 
Air Force Base and posed willingly 
for photographers from con*idera 
ble 
distance. 
When 
Cameramen 
moved in for closeups, several of 
the Japanese atom bomb victims 
buried their faces in their hands. 
“ I’m not too expectant," Michiki 
Sako, one of the maidens, said 
through an interpreter. “ If I expect 
too much of the surgery. I’ll be 
disappointed 
But I am so happv 
to be in New York and I’m very 
anxious to see Am erica.” 
They were dressed in Westem- 
style clothing. Most of the girls 
are severely scarred on the face 
and neck. They will have a series 
of operations at Mt Sinai Hospital, 
which a spokesman for the sponsor­ 
ing groups said would cost more 
than $250,000 under regular hospital 
plastic surgery charges. 
They’re Oaly Survivors 
They were brought here by the 
cooperation of MI. Sinai Hospital 
and three sponsoring organizations. 
Their first stop after leaving the 
fir base, where they were met 
bv a welcoming committee rep re­ 
senting their sponsors and the city 
government, was at the hospital. 
“ This afternoon they will meet 
the doctors who will treat them at 
an informal reception,” a spokes­ 
man said. “ Then they will go to 
an undisclosed hotel for two days 
After that they will have IO days 
at a retreat about 50 miles from 
Ne vv York before they return here 
to begin their surgery.” 
The girls were accompanied by 
three Japanese physicians, two in­ 
terpreters and the Japanese Metho­ 
dist minister who helped them gain 
courage to face strangers after they 
were disfigured. Twelve of them 
were classm ates who had been sent 
to the school basement to clean 
erasers when the bomb hit Hiro­ 
shima IO years ago. They were the 
only survivors in the school.

PARIS I?—West Germany enter­ 
ed the North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization in an historic and mov­ 
ing ceremony today that perm it­ 
ted the West to move forward more 
boldly in its efforts to end the cold 
war with the Soviet. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and the 13 other NATO for­ 
eign minister* welcomed West G er­ 
man Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
in a warm and friendv NATO Coun­ 
cil session at the Palais de Chaillot. 
Moving swiftly, the Big Three 
foreign minister — V S.. British 
and French—then conferred with 
French Prem ier Edgar Faure over 
lunch. 
Afterward French Foreign 
Minister Antoine Pinay announced: 
“ Tho Western Big Three foreign 
ministers will meet Soviet Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslav Molotov in Vi­ 
enna on Saturday 
and probably 
sign the Austrian state treaty on 
Sunday.” 
Dulles Gives Warning 
Dulles, Pinay and British For­ 
eign Secretary Harold MacMillan 
had proposed the signing Friday. 
But Faure told newsmen that Mol­ 
otov had answered that he pre­ 
ferred to have the signing Sunday. 
The Western foreign ministers will 
meet him beforehand on Saturday.

sion of the NATO Council that the
